The state historical society of lowa has a dual mission of
preservation and education. As a trustee of lowa’s historical legacy, the state historical society of lowa
identifies, records, collects, preserves, manages, and provides access to lowa’s historical resources.
As an advocate of understanding lowa’s past, the state historical society of lowa educates lowans of
all ages, conducts and stimulates research, disseminates information, and encourages and supports
historical preservation and education efforts of others throughout the state.

The state historical society of Iowa is the state agency created and empowered by the general
assembly as the official trustee of lowa’s human heritage. The society has the responsibility and
authority to:

e  Identify, record, collect, preserve, and manage the manifestations of lowa’s history;

e Interpret and disseminate lowa history;

e  Conduct, stimulate, produce, and share scholarly research on lowa history;

e  Promote and coordinate the teaching of lowa history;

e  Advocate the preservation and stewardship of Iowa’s historical resources; and

e  Enter into agreements with nonprofit corporations to undertake activities of benefit to the
society.
